Design assistance and spe­ 
cial extrusions for the new 
racket were furnished by 
Harvey Aluminum.

"The advantage of an 
aluminum frame." said 
Whiles, "is complete main­ 
tenance freedom. A press or 
racket holder isn't needed, 
and the frame will not brea|c.

warp, or crack. The alumi­ 
num is a special Harvey a% 
loy .resulting in a high- 
strength frame ideally suited 
for any type of stringing."

Four models are being 
manufactured by the bay 
area sporting goods firm, us­ 
ing the trade name Dennis- 
racket.

"We don't claim our rac­ 
ket is better than the stand­ 
ard wooden ones, but it's 
just as good, more attractive, 
and certainly will last long­ 
er," said Whiles.

A former ski instructor 
arid tournament tennis play­ 
er. Whiles admits that the 
inspiration to design a rac­ 
ket with an aluminum frame 
came from the growing pop­ 
ularity of aluminum skis.
